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H E People of the Cevennes have con- 
ſtantly been of the Religion they now 
profeſs for many Ages before rhe Refor- 
mation. Their Country was ſomerime 

| filled with the Vaudozs and the Albigenſes; 

if we may diſtinguiſh the one from the other; and ir 
appears, by divers Writings, that they profeſſed rhe 
ſame Religion which the Reformed do now. The 
reat Croiſado's which rhe Popes publiſhed in thoſe 
ys raiſcd ſundry Perſecutions againſt them: Bur 
they always continued firm in their Faith ; and their 
Zeal diſtinguiſhed ir ſelf ar rhe Beginning of the Re- 
formation, In a very ſhort time this whole Country 
became Reformed, and has continued ſo ever ſince. 
So that it is not any new Religion which they now de- 
ſire to introduce, but to maintain that which they 
anciently profeſſed, and have for a long time enjoyed. 
The Kingdom of France never had any Subjects 
more faithful or more ſubmiſſive to their Kings than 
our Fathers and wel have conſtantly been: as we can 
demonſtrate by many unqueſtionable Proofs. But 
that we may not be tedious in our Defence, we ſhall 
content our ſelves with che Citation of two remark- 


able Inſtances of it in the laſt Century: The one, in

the Reign of Lews XIII; and the other, under 
the preſent King Lewe XIV ; which are enough to 
convince all the World, that our Faithfulneſs to our 
Kings has been real and of proof. | 

In the Year 1632. the Duke of Montmorancy, 
then Governour of Languedoc, being drawn into the 
Party of the Queen Mother of Medien, and of Gaſton 
Duke of Orleans the King's Brother, took up Arms 
ro oblige the King, to diſcard the Cardinal of Richelier, 
and ro make no farther uſe of his Miniſtry, This 
Duke of Montmerancy having brought all the Cities of 
that Province to his Party, where the Roman Catho- 
licks abounded in great Numbers, came atrcrwards to 
the Cevennes, to perſwade the People, as ecyending en 
his Government, to embrace his Intereſt together with 
that of the Queen Mother and the Duke of O enn. He 


uſed all rhe Means and Artifices that he could con- 


trive to gain rhe Prot:ſbevts of his Country, promiling 
to reſtore to them thoſe places of Security of which 
they had been unjuſtly deprived ; and that they ſhoutd 
have their Part in all rhe Offices of the Kingdom, ac- 
cording to the Edict of Nrntes: Bur nothing could 
move them to the leaſt Unfaithful neſs in their Service 
to the Kinp: and this was the Cauſe of the {vdden 
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Ruine of thy Duke and hi. Party; and of the ſpeedy 
ending ofthe War, If the Proteſtants in the Cevennes 
had taken vp Arms, the War would have paſſed into 
the other Provinces of the Kingdom : for Cardinal 
Richlieu was extremely hated by the People in general, 
becauſe the Taxes and Suljidies had been greatly in- 
creaſed during his 8 


The other Inſtance which proves the inviolable 


Fidelity ol the Cevernirs to their Kings, appeared in 
the Year 1651, when the Prince of Conde raiſed War 

ainſt Lews XIV. the prelent King, The Duke of 

lean wos Governcur of Languedoc, and favoured 
the Prince's Parry, The Earl of Aubizeonx Governor 
of the City ard Citadel of Montpellier embraced the 
lame fide, And the Prince of Conde was very Pow- 
criul in chat Province, having many great Lordthips 


and many Dependents in it; and he endeavoured by 


theſe means to draw the Proteſtants of the Covennes 
to his Imereſt, promifing to rebuild the Walls of their 
Towns which had been demoliſhed, contrary to the 
Eli of 1629 and to reſtore their Mayoralties, of 
which they had been deprived, contrary to the Edict 
of Pacification, Bur their Loyalty was impregnable, 


and the Prince's Party fell in that Province, and ſoon 


after in the whole Kingdom. But if the Cevennois had 
ſtirr'd never ſo little in his Favour, all France would 
have followed them. And it may be truly ſaid, that 
the Proteſtants ar thar time ſaved the Kingdoth, and 
bye the Crown on the King's Head, 

n the Year 14s A Peace wae made . i: 
France and Spain, And no looner was this done, but 
the Hiss (aid openly, That thi Peace was made for 
#2 other Eud but to deſtroy us Proteſtants. And indeed 
they han made us know it by the Miſchiefs they did 
us. We cannot particularly relate all the Violences 
and Cruclties that were uſed to us. Several Decrees

which, they fell foully vpon vs, and there is no F. 


nor Cruelty which they practiſed not upon us, to force 


us to chanße our Religion: Awidſt a Thouſand 
R:llwings, and a Thouſand Blaſphemies, they hanged 
up both Men and Women by the Hair of their Heads, 


en Hooks falten'd to the Rovls of their Chambers, or 


on the Chimney-Hooks; yea, ſome of both Sexes were 
hanged up by their Feet, and ſmoaked with Wilps 
of wet Hay, till they were quite ſpent, And when 
they had taken them down, if they would not fign an 
Abjuration of their Religion, they hung them up im- 
mediately again, to renew the ſame Torments. They | 
pluckt off the Hair of their Heads and of their Beards, 
till none was left, They threw them into great Fires 
kindled on purpoſe, and pulled them not our till they 
were half roaſted. They tied others wich Ropes un- 
der their Arms, and plunged them to and fro in Wells 
without ceaſing, till they were almoſt drowned, They 
beat them with Staves, and dragged them all bruiſed and 
bloody to their Churches. They kept them from Slee 

7 or 8 Days together, relieving one another, to warch 
chem Night and Day, and to keep them waking, 
"They threw Buckcts of Water en their Faces, and 


tormented them a thouſand ways, holding over their 


Heads Kettles turned downwards, xhereon they made 
a continual Noiſe, till theſe poor Creatures had even 
loſt their Senſes. And if they found any Sick, whe— 
ther Men or Women, that kept their Beds, diſtempe— 
red by Fevers or other Diſeaſes; they had the Cruel» 
ty to bring ſeveral Drums, beating an Alarm abour 
their Beds till they deafned or diſtracted them. 

In ſome places, they tied Fathers and Husbands to 
the Bed-Poſts, and forced their Wives and Daughters 
before their Eyes. They pluckt the Nailes off the

| What is here ſaid, is but a ſmall part of the pro- 
gr Fury which they diſcharged upon us. Never 
did Hell, in its moſt my Perlecutions, ſerve it (elf 
by means ſo Barhareut and truly Devili/, as thele of 
the DRAGOONS, and the Prieſts that inſtigated 
them to eur Deſtruction, Tf we ſhould attempt to 


deſcribe them, we ſhould make a vaſt Volume: and 


ney true Accounts of them have been already pub 
liſhed, For all thele CRUELETIES were generally 
ſpread throughout the Kingdom, but in the mot vio- 
lent manner in our Cevennes, | 

After they had done us all theſe Miſchiefs, the 
Edict of Nantes was publickly repealed ; altho' it was 


intitled a Perpetual and irreale Decree, made by 


Henry the Great, in the Year 1599. An Edict char 
was regiſtred in all the Par/iamnrs of France, to be 
inviolably obſerved, This Edict has four unque— 
{tionable Characters. | 

I. It was a Ryyal and Sovereign Promiſe, which that 
King made, not only for himſelf, and during his own 


Reign; but for all his DFcendanits and Suceefſurs to 
all Generations, 


II. It 
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IT. It was to be an Authentich, Deſinit ive, and H re- 
vocable Decree; to be a Law and Rule between the 
rwo oppoſite Parties, the Papi/ts and Proteſtants, when 
any Difference between them ſhould come to be ſuf- 


| ficiently examined. | 


III. It was a Solemn Agreement accepted, approved, 
and conſented unto, by all the Kingdom : ud in this 
Nature it was to remain in Force as a perpetual Law 
and Regulation, | 


IV. This Edi was rendered Sacred, and in a man- 


ner Divine, in that all the Officers and principal Per- 
ſons throughout the whole Kingdom, both Paps/ts 
and Proteſtants, were obliged to rake a SOLEMN 
OATH to obſerve the Contents of it. Article 92, 
Any one of theſe Characters alone were enough, 
one would think, to ſecure this Edict ſrom any alte- 
ration of it at pleaſure, For who doubts, but that a 


| King is obliged to keep his Word and Faith, and that 
or his Predeceſſours, when it is made a neceſſary Con- 


dition of his Succeſſion ; as this is without queſtion, 
having been made by Henry IV, in the quality of an 
aut hentiek, perpetual, and irrevocable GRANT, and 
ſo it continued to be for above a hundred Years, It 
was confirmed by his Son and Heir Lewa XIII. by 


many Edict and ſolemn Declarations z and moreover. 


ſince, by Lewis XIV. himſelf, (the preſent King) by 
Declarations ſo anthentick, in the Year 1643, and 
1652, that one could not conceive how he could be 
induced to break ſuch ſacred and mminlahle Fugage- 
ments with ſuch Perfidio (nels, ; 

In the Execution of the Revocation of this Edict. 
aſter the Cruelties they exerciſed upon us, they de- 


moliſhed our C/urches, and baniſhed our Miniſters out 


of the Kingdom for ever; continuing to do us a thou- 
ſand Milchicfs under divers pretences. All theſe 
dreadful Forms of Perlecution, unheard of in former 
Apes, aſtonithed the Cetrennon, who had none to com- 
tert them. Fear cauſed ſome of them to hide them- 
(elves it Woods and Deus; and others endeavoured 
to flee ont of the Kingdom, that they might ſet their 
Lives and Conſeienees at Liberty, according to the 
Precept of the Golpel ; I} the perſerute you th One 
place, flee to another, But che Pallages were 16 well

All theſe cruel Uſages gave us cauſe enough i 
think of our Defence: And ſince they employed the 
Force of Arms to deſtroy us, without cur having done 


any thing that could make us criminal, we had allo 


an unqueſtionable Ripht to oppoſe Force with Force, 
For it 1s a Right of Nature, authorized by the Laws 
of God and Man, 

Nevertheleſs, we have born all theſe terrible Sut— 
ferings with Patience, that we might not kindle a 
Civil War in the Kingdom, and ſhed the Blood of 
our Country-men ; in hope that God would rouch 
the Hearts of our Enemies, and make them ſenſible of 
the Injuſtice of ſuch inbumane Perſecutions, We kept 
our ſelves peaccably, retiring into the Woods and 
Mountains, where ſome pious ng withour Learn— 
ing or Study, as were the Apoſtles of Chriſt, began to 
comfort thole that were in the Caverns and Dens, 
and privately in ſome Houſes. They were plain Men, 
without the Advantages of Liberal Education and 
Accompliſhments, by whom our People were ſo much 
edified, that there was no Body, Man or Woman, but 
would go to hear theſe new Preachers. So that the 
Number increaſing, they reſolved to aſſemble in che 
open Field; without Noiſe, without Show, and with- 
our Arms. We choſe the moſt remote place, and rhe 
Night-time, to make our Exerciſes the more quiet 
c 1 In this Aſſembly, we read the Hd of

Bepgery, and utterly ſtarved them: We are reſolved, 
as they alſo are, to make a lawful Defence, in order 
to preſerve our Lives and Liberties, God, we hope, 
who has put theſe juſt and generous Deſigns into our 
Hearts, and who now affords us, by a ſort of Miracle, 
the Means of putting them in Execution, will affiſt 
and ſuccour us. | 

We have been overwhelmed with Miſerics rheſe 
Twenty Years, without Power or Courage to defend 
our ſelves; expoſed as poor Sheep to Barbarous Fury: 
Rur God has begun to invigorate us by the Hope of 
his Prorection ; and this unexpected Event, which 
confounds our Enemies, is to us an Aſſurance, that 
the Divine Providence is turning things about for our 
Deliverance from our long and heavy Calamities. 

This is neither the R-voie nor Rebedion of Subjects 
202inſt their Sovereign; we have always been fub- 
mifive and faithful ro our Princes: The profound 
Obedience that we have ſhewn under all our cruel 
Uſage. has been the Wonder of the World. Bur to 
repel Force ly Force is a Right of Nature, which obliges 
us in point of Conſcience ; fince otherwiſe we ſhould 
be the Accomplices and Authors cf our own Miſeries;
